Smallpox. 

In cotnection with the seriuus vut- 
breaks of smallpox in London and Glasgow, 
Dr Francis Y¥, Toms, R.N., Deputy Inspee- 
tor General (Retired),. writes to a Londen 
journal ay fellows on.the Sed ult.:—- 

Sir,—As the smull-pox cutbreak cons 
tinues, and seeing vurions and many letters 
on the succcas-of re-vaccination, may I be 
allowed in few words to state-how very 
successful I was in his Majesty's ship 
Princess Koyd,: fugship in China from 
1864 to 1867, Fearing an epidemic, I 
re-vaccinated Lotween GOO and 700 men 
(including ufficcrs, from the Admiral to the 
cadet) at Hongkong froni the arms of chil- 
dren (Chinese) ‘most successfully. Four- 
teen months afterwards, we had a most ter- 
riblo epidemic, All who were re-vaccinated 
contracted the disease in a very mild form— 
not one died. All were removed out of the 
ship aud taken to Stone Cutters’ Islnd, not 
far fom the Princes Royal, there treated by 
us, Sone in tents, uthers in the wards. No 
complications, 


Gambling at the Race Meoting. 

At the Sanitary Board mecting yesor- 
day, correspondence was Inid ‘on the table 
relative to the prohibition of gambling with 
a view to the influx of Chincae from the in- 
ter‘or at the Race Meeting. In answer to 
& letter asking whother any .action was to 
be taken this year, the Hon. Colonial Secro- 
tary wroto asking the “Acting Captain 
Superintendent of Police. what he would 
recommend. ‘Mr Bndeley roplicd:—‘T 
think it would ‘be well to carry out the 
same measures as in the last two yents. I 
don’t know whether they tend much to pre- 
vent plague but they are sound on general 
grounds.” This recommendation received 
the assent. of HE. the Acting Governor:

“Tam directed to inform you that with a 
view to checking the evils resultiug from 
the serious overcrowding of the Chinese 
quarters of this city during the’ annual 
Race Meeting, His Excellency the Officer 
Administering the Government has decided, 
to entirely prohibit, asin the. past two 
years, all gambling on the Race-course or 
its approaches during the meeting. This 
prohibition dues not of coursd extend to 
tho Pari-Mutuel.
